With a special session of the legislature ap- 
parently set for September, it would be well 
for all Georgians, legislators and their con- 


stituents as well, to take thought to the great- 
est need of the state, in so far as the lawmak- 


@rs are concerned. 


That need is harmony. For the sake of the 
state, it is essential that personal ambitions 
and factional rivalries be forgot, that all groups 
seek some common ground from which they 
can achieve something for Georgia. 

During the weeks that intervene before 
house and senate are called to order it would 
not be amiss if, from every pulpit in every 
church of Georgia, prayers arose asking ful- 
filment of this need for harmony. It would 
not be of small avail if from every home came 
supplications to Divine Providence, asking that 
each member of the assembly be shown the 
way he best can serve his people and his state. 

Georgia is, admittedly, facing a cross-roads 
of problem on which the welfare of state, for 
decades to come, depends.

There are other services, varying in degree 
[f necessity, Yet all are one in the basic fact 
they must be paid for if provided. 

On the other hand, the taxpayers of the 
state already carry a heavy load. To increase 
that load might well mean heavy loss, or ruin, 
for many of them. 

But, from taxes in one form or another 
comes all the money that goes into the state 
treasury. It is irrefutable that the public must 
pay if the public would benefit. 

There are, probably, some economies in the 
operation of state agencies that may be ef- 
fected. The report of the economy committee 
should be studied. It points the way to those 
economies that can be made. 

But, after all the economies are put into ef- 
fect, after all the financial corners have been 
cut, there still remains the problem of pay- 
ing for costly services which modern men be- 
lieve his government should supply. 

Which program will work best for the state 
and its people is an issue for the legislature to 
solve. Shall we provide the enlarged state serv- 
ice, and pay for it, or shall we shorten our 
school term, eliminate old-age pensions, per- 
mit disease to run unchecked? 

Shall we go without these things and reduce 
the tax load, or shall we dig deeper in our pock- 
ets and purchase them? 

There will be strong factions on either side, 
in the legislature. This is inevitable. Many 
sincere men will be on either side. But the 
problem can be solved. For sincere and loyal 
men, seeking only the best for their state, can 
always find a middle ground and work out a 
solution. 

The problem is hopeless only so long as 
there are assemblymen or assemblywomen who 
place their own political fortunes, their own 
selfish ends, first. It is these who must be 
made to realize it really matters nothing what 
becomes of individual ambitions, so long as 
Georgia and her people are well and honestly 
served.

The Same Fellows 

Joseph Alsop and Robert Kintner, whose 
comment upon the events at the national capi- 
tal is a daily feature of The Constitution edi- 
torial page, are given the honor spot in the 
table of contents of The Saturday Evening Post 
for August 12, the current issue. Their article 
is entitled “Trust Buster,” and is a character 
study and brief biography, in colorful style, of 
Thurman Arnold, assistant attorney general of 
the United States in charge of the Justice De- 
partment’s anti-trust division. 

Arnold, say the famous collaborators, is a 
“large, somewhat paunchy, middle-aged man 
with a yellowish face and overflowing human 
gusto, who looks like a small-town storekeeper 
and talks like a native Rabelais.” 

Among other characteristics of the Arnold, 
they list that he studies nineteenth century 
theology, puzzles over the quantum theory, is 
a roisterer and a law professor and “probably 
the most singular figure in the American gov- 
ernment today.” 

It is a fascinating human study, this scal- 
peling with the typewriter of this New Deal 
version of the anti-trust warrior, and provides 
an astonishing insight into one of the inner 
circles of the Washington administration. 

Alsop and Kintner have done an excellent 
job, just as would be expected by all readers of 
their daily Washington column, “The Capital 
Parade.” The manper in which tiese two ob- 
servers collaborate upon their writings is one 
of the marvels of the newspaper world. They 
belong together as completely as did Gilbert 
and Sullivan, though no man really knows 
which is the composer and which the lyricist, 
Alsop or Kintner. 

In any event, their Thurman Arnold article 
is, in the colloquial, a “honey,” and those who 
read it in The Post will follow their column in 
The Constitution with added interest there- 
after. 


Ever-Enduring Haven 

Fortunately, Swiss neutrality, long respected 
by conflicting human forces in the European 
turmoil, lives and endures. It continues to pro- 
vide a haven for lost causes, a shelter for po- 
litical refugees, a place of safety for the treas- 
ured possessions of temporarily maddened peo- 
ple, until a way to sanity can once again be 
found. 

Through generations of European conflict 
the little republic has remained aloof, asking 
few questions of those who sought shelter, de- 
manding only an adaptation to the tranquility 
of the country by those seeking to escape, tem- 
porarily, from the wrath against them back in 
the homeland. 

Thus, too, it has been a haven in relation 
to the more material things. Art, paintings, 
sculpture, draperies, priceless pieces of furni- 
ture, all have at times found safety from those 
who would ruthlessly destroy merely to satiate 
their passions against despised peoples. 

During the Spanish revolution, when men 
and women roamed the country with torch and 
bomb, a few thoughtful ones succeeded in trans- 
ferring thousands of the nation’s works of art 
to Geneva for safe-keeping under the care of 
the secretary general of the League of Nations. 
Now the strife has subsided and people are re- 
turning to sanity, thoughts turn to the superb 
El Grecos, the Valasquez, the Goyas and many 
others, wondering what price has been paid, 
aside from human suffering, for more than 
years of madness. 

But one need not wonder, for Swiss neutral- 
ity again proved its value to a temporarily mad- 
dened people. The priceless works of art which 
graced the galleries of Madrid, and other rav- 
ished cities, gradually are being returned to 
Spain. 


Three Who Escaped 

Three who escaped. That phrase comes 
when thoughts turn to Mrs. Adela Langer and 
her two sons—one six and the other three. The 
mother, wife of a former Czecho-Slovakian 
textile mill owner, leaped from a Chicago hotel 
window, taking her children with her to death. 
The husband and father, already broken from 
the shattering events which cast him out of 
his homeland, told authorities his wife often 
said she would prefer death to returning home. 

“She was a cultured woman,” said the hus- 
band, a frail man, the marks of bitter tragedy 
on his face. “Often she helped refugees from 
other lands. Never did she dream that one day 
she would be a refugee herself, that her family 
would be forced to flee. She told me many 
times she feared not so much for herself, but 
for our children.” 

What matter three lives? It is not so much 
those lives, important as they were, because 
every human life is important. Rather it is the 
barbarism which drove that mother to die with 
her children. What was their crime, those 
three? Only the accident of birth. Their re- 
ligion was the Jewish religion. 

It is well to contemplate that the uncili- 
lized forces which worked against that religion 
in the case of this mother and her children can 
work, also, against any religion.

WPA Reports from England state that the 
year ending July 10 showed England 


to have decreased the number of her unemployed to the lowest 
level since 1929. Economists of the British Isles believe the prob- 
lem will be temporarily abolished in the next 12 months if the de- 
cline continues. 

Government spending has done the job. 

The spending is on armaments—planes, tanks, guns, flame- 
throwers, gas masks and all the machinery of war. England has 
been spending government money for three years. For the past 
two years the spending has been intensive. 

The result is a real decline in unemployment and a growing 
boom in retail business. 

This is of peculiar interest to America now that congress has 
adjourned after expressing, by action, its belief that government 
spending will not relieve unemployment. 

Certainly it has not relieved unemployment. The number of 

unemployed remains at about the same level as when the plan of 
government spending was inaugurated.

AFTER ARMAMENTS? Our own congress, which was in an

armament increases. 

This will have an effect on business. There should be an im- 
provement so widespread, the effect on unemployment will not be 
as concentrated as in England. 

It is fair to ask, “After armaments, what?” 

England is busy because of armaments. 

Germany has few unemployed because of her tremendous ar- 
mament pace and also because there is not enough common labor 
to build the fortifications along the borders as quickly as desired. 

Armaments provide a temporary relief. And only that. 

As one of those who tremendously admires and respects Mr. 
Roosevelt and many of his measures, it nevertheless is understand- 
able that so much opposition has arisen. There are things wrong 
in this country and the measures adopted by his administration have 
not corrected them. The administration has been stubborn and 
willful. it has insisted on more of the same measures already 
proved inapplicable. There has been too much scattering of at- 
tention while domestic affairs merited most of it. 

_ There must be some new plan of government spending. Espe- 
cially must there be some plan of enabling private business to 
find markets and thereby create jobs.

Some weeks ago I told the familiar story of the carelessness 
and abuse of liberty that introduced the gypsy moth to America. 
A New England lady, who now lives in Indianapolis, has been kind 
enough to add another chapter to the story. 

When the moths first appeared as a devouring scourge, Massa- 
chusetts began a war upon them that cost over a million dollars in 
the next 30 years. Crews of men with sprays searched every tree 
in the infected area. 

The Indianapolis lady was then a little girl. During the spraying 
season, when the moths were the chief topic of conversation, she 
heard one of the crew members say to a friend: “The boss sees to 
it that we leave one nest to the tree, so we'll have work next year.” 

When the boss ordered such treachery, he meant no more than 
he said, for obviously he was a man without foresight or under- 
standing. 

Yet his order, interpreted by time and nature, proved equivalent 
to saying: “Leave one nest to the tree, so we'll have the same job 
to do every year—so the people of our state will have to spend 
millions of dollars—so the national government and private citizens 
everywhere will have to spend fortunes every year to save their 
trees from destruction.” 

No man can see into the future, yet there are degrees of fore- 
sight, as of intelligence. The imbecile has no realization of the 
consequences of his acts; the wise, judging by experience and the 
nature of things, can foresee much that is undreamed of by ordi- 
nary people. Yet all who are sane can foresee much, if they will, 
for they have only to trace by logical steps the sequence of cause 
and effect, and add two and two to arrive at a future four. 

The congressman says: “Let us pass a law to punish Japan by 
closing our markets to her products and denying her the right to 
buy our goods.” 

He means no more than that, yet he is saying: “Let us injure 
and enrage the Japanese, causing them to retaliate by injuring and 
enraging us. Let us close our silk mills and throw their employes 
out of work. Let us deprive our cotton farmers of a market for a 
million bales. Let us incite the Japanese to seize the Philippines 
and all American property in the Orient. Let us establish the dic- 
tatorship necessary in war, and bring death to millions of our people 
and bankruptcy to our nation.” 

Such sufferings and sacrifices conceivably might become nec- 
essary and justifiable under certain conditions, but to invite them 
light-heartedly without realizing what we were doing, would be 
criminal stupidity.

In a blast at the inadequacy of 
the average beauty program, a’ 


famous dance director 


recently | 


declared that if women Would pay | 


more attention to their legs, there | 


would be more beautiful women. | 


Now, what do you think of that? | 
Leroy Prinz, of Paramount, was) 
the man who pointed out the fem-. 
inine tendency to overlook legs, 
and he made the suggestion that 
for every half hour spent in fixing 
the facé a woman devote at least 
a quarter of an hour to beautify | 
her legs. He vouchsafed the opin- | 
ion that only 25 women out of 100 
will exercise at all, and that out 
of that minority, only about five 
really give any thought to their 
legs. | 
What it all adds up to is leg 
exercise, which is probably the 
only chance you have of getting 
your legwork. Standing and walk- 
ing are not only too mild to de- 
velop lovely contours, but no 
woman stands when she can sit 
or walks when she can ride. Hill 
climbing is excellent exercise—but 
who cilmbs hills? Most of us balk 
a too many trips upstairs. If you 
put your mind to it, however, you 
can turn your stair climbing into'| 
good leg exercise by walking on) 
the toes to contract the lower leg 
muscles, | 
That would be a step in the 
right direction but it couldn’t be 
counted on entirely to overcome 
the muscular underdevelopment 
that is characteristic of fat and 
thin legs alike. If your legs are 
too thin, building up good healthy 
muscle tissue will fill out the con- 
tours and give a shapelier line.
